Literature, 
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Witty Sayings ot Great Men. 


An amusing article oa Table-Talk opens 
the new number of the London Quarterly, 
the pages of which are thic’ ly strewn with the 
“oood things” of famous talkers. We select 
the best for our readers’ entertainment. 

What do we moderns not owe to the an- 
cient? ven our jokes date back the best 
of them twenty centuries or more; and who 
shall say thatthe Greeks and Romans did 
not borrow them from nations the very 
names of which are unknown to us? A cood 
joke isone of the most durable of the pro- 
ductions of the hrman mind. Thé review be- 
fore us gives two striking examples. 

“There are few better sayings attributed 
to Foote than his reply to Lord Stormot 
who was boasting the great age of the wine 
which in his parsimony he had caused to be 
served in extremely small glasses—<It is very 
little of its age.’ Yet this identical witti- 
cism is in Atheneus where itis assicned to 
one Gnathana, whose jokes were better than 
Cicero relates that Nasica 
called upon Ennius and was told by the’ser- 
vant that he wis out. Shortly afterwards 
Kennius returned the visit, when Nasica ex- 
cJaimed from within that he was not at home. 
‘What replied Hnnius,’ do not I know your 
own voice? ‘You impudent fellow,’ retort- 
ed Nasica; ‘when your servant told me that 
you were notat home I believed her but you 
will not believe me though I tell you so my- 
self.’ This in modern jest books is said to 
have passed between Quin and Foote. Wit 
like gold is circulated some times with one 
head onitand sometimes with another ac- 
cording to ‘the ‘potentates who rule its 
realin.” 

Sir Walter Scott it seems was a horrow- 
er of other men’s wit. Inhis edition of 
Swtft occurs the essay in which the colloquy 
is given: 

‘ Colonel—Is it certain that Sir John 
Blunderbusis dead at last? 

“Lord Sparkish.—Yes or else he’s sadly 
wronged for they have burried him.” 

But we ‘ind in Washington Ivring,s “Ab- 
hotsford” the fullowing example of Scott’s 
breakfast-table conversation: 

“One morning at breakfast when Dominie 
Thompson the tutor, was present Scott was 
going on with great glee to relate an anec- 
dote of the Laird of Macnab, ‘who poor fel- 
low? premised he, ‘is dead and gone.’ ‘Why 
Mr Scott, exclaimed his good lady, ‘Mac- 
nab’s not dead, is he?’ ‘Faith my dear.’ re- 
plied Scott with humorous gravity, ‘if be.s 
not dead they have done him a great injus- 
tice for they’ve burried him, The joke pas- 
harmless and unnoticed by Mr: Scott but 
hit the poor Dominie just'as he had raised 
acup oftea to bis lips causing aburst of 
laughter .which sent half of the contents 
about the table:” 

Cicero was a famous wit in his day. His 
jokes were collected after his death: but the 
book is among the lost treasures of antiqui- 
ty. The reviewer says: 

‘-Cicero’s humour was very various; nor 
did he abstain from coarse facticousness and 
down right puns. When he at last aftar 
infiuite irresolution joined Pompey they told 
him sneeringly:‘You come late.’ How late 
since | find nothing ready was his answer. 
Lhis was urbanias. When Pomper, who 


| bad married Cesai’s daughter asked on the 


same occasion, refering to Dolabella, who ha | 
Joined Caesar’s-party. ‘Where is’ your son-in- 
law! Cicero retorted, ‘with his father-in- 
law.’ This, too, was urbanitas. But he stoop- 
ed to arrant clench’ when in allusion to the 
Oriental custom of boring the ears ofslaves 
he replied to the man of astern and servile 
decent who: complained he could not hear 
him, ‘ Yet you have holes in your ears.’ This 
was NOT urbanitas. Such personalities how- 
ever were addressed ad populum; and when 
political excitement harassed him; even Can- 
ning was coarse.”. 

The “ Table Talk of Luther” is one of the 
most refreshing of books. A healthy, hear- 
ty, jolly, earnest, talker, was the great re- 
former. 

“Thou art a great sinner,’ said the devil. 
I replied: Canst thou not tell me some- 
thing new Satan?’ The devil oft cast this 
into my breast; ‘Howif thy doctrine be 
false and erroneous?’ J gave him this an- 
swer. Avoid Satan; address thyself to my 
God, and talk with bim about it, for the doc- 
trine is not mine but his.” 

Here are a few more of Luther’s words: 

“Dr. Luther said he had heard from the 
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elector of Saxony, John Frederick, thata 
powerful family in Germany was decended 
from the devil, the founder having been born 
of a sucubus, , 

“The hair is the finest ornament women 
have. Jlike women to Jet their bair fall 
down their backs, ?tis a most agreable sight 
W hat defects women have we must check 
them for, im private, by wore or mouth 
for womatr isa frail vessel. ‘Che Docor 
then turned round atd said. Let us talk of 
something else?’ 

“«f have myself found that I never fell 
into more sin than when I was alone.’ 

“ Luther was one day being shaved and 
having his hair cut in the presence of Dr. 
Jonas; he said to the latter: ‘ Original sin 
is in-us like the beard. We are shaved to- 
day, and look clean, and have asmooth chin ; 
to-morrow our beard has grown again, nor 
does it cease growing while we remain on 
earthy In like manner, original sia cannot 
be extirpated from us; it springs up in us 
as long as we exist. Nevertheless, we are 
bound to resist it to the utmost of our 
strength, and to cut it down uneasingly.’ 

**¢ When I an assailed with heavy tribula- 
tions, I rush out. among my pgs, rather 
than remain alone by myself. The husnan 
heart is like a milstone in a mill; when you 
put wheat under it, t turns and grinds and 
bruises the wheat to flour. If you put n> 
wheat, it still grinds on; but then ‘us itselfit 
giinds and. wears away.’ 

“¢ When I lay sucking at my mother’s 
breasts, [ had no notion how I should ever 
eat, drink, or live. Jiven so we 0? earth 
have no idea what the life to come will be 

The French are notorious sayers of smart 
things. To talk epigrams is the delight of 
a French conversationist. The reviewer 
crowds. intoa parrgraph several of the ele- 
gant witticisms of the time of Louis. the 
Fourteenth, when the * air of the salons was 
prickly with epigrams”: 

“When the king gave an appointment, 
he communicated it to the object of his con- 
descension in an elegant saying, ‘If I had 
known,’ he would remark, ‘a more deserv- 
ing person, I would have selected him.’ 
When the old Duplessis was mourning his 
misfortune in being prevented by age trom 
taking part in a campaign, the king answer- 
ed, ‘ We do but toil to earn the reputation 
which you have acquired.” ~Louisadvanced 
to the top of the staircase to meet the great 
@onde, after the battle of Senef. The prince 
who ascended slowly from the effects of his 
gout, apologized to his majesty for making 
him wait. ‘My cousin,’ was the reply, ‘do 
not hurry; no one could move quickly who 
was loaded with laurels as you are.’ ‘I 
have beard several great preachers,’ said the 
monarch to Massillon, ‘and have been 
thoroughly satisfied with them. Every time 
I have heard you, I have been dissatisfied 
with myself.’ He would bear uncourtly 
truths to be spoken when they came recom- 
mended by the lustre of wit. A disputed 
point arose ina game. ‘1 refer it to you,’ 
exclaimed Louis to tbe Count de Grammont, 
who was approaching at. the ume. ¢ Your 
majesty,’ replied the Count, ‘1s wrong.’ 
‘How can you say lam wrong when you 
do not yet know the question?’ Do you 
not see,’ answered Grammont, ‘that if the 
point had been ever so little doubtful, all 
these gentlemen (pointing to the bystanders) 
would have decided it in your favour?’ 
They would not believe that silence. con- 
cealed meditation, and M. de Benserade 
suid of a man who did not talk,‘ He: thinks 
justas little.’ Here comes M. de la Rivie- 
re, who went to Rome hoping vain y to be 
made a cardinal. We remark that he has 
a bad cold. ‘It is because he has returned 
without a hat!’ whispers M: de Bautru. 
Here is aliterary man, M. Partru, who has 
spent fuur years in translating the * Pro Ar- 
chia,’ and has not yet satished himself with 
his rendering of the first period. M Menage 
himselfis not exactly a dzsewr likeithe Prince 
de Guemene or M, de Bautru. He is col- 
loguial after the fashion of men of letters. 
When Christina of Sweden came to Paris, 
he had the task of presenting distinguished 
persons to her majesty. ‘This 4. Menage 
knows a vast many people of merit.’ said the 
Polar Star, satirically finding eminent people 
so numerous. She had sarcasms for every- 
body; and when the great ladies rushed to 
kis her on her arrival, she exclaimed,‘ Why,,. 
they seem to take mefor a gentleman!’ ” 

‘he reviewer inimitably describes the 
conversation of Dr. Johnson: ‘It was at 
once gay and potent; its playfulness re- 
sembling the ricochetting of sixty-eight 
pounders, which bound like Indian-rubber 
balls, and yet batter down fortresses.” No 
good \hing quoted by the reviewer is hap- 
pier than that. 

The reviewer thinks that conversational 
excellence is exceedingly rare at present. 
“But,” says he, ‘ we have no wish to let 
loose a troop of * Conversation Browns’ on 
the dining-rooms and drawing-rooms of Eng- 
land. On the contrary, we feel intensely 
the social misery which a single bore, with 
a powerful memory and a fluent tongue, 
can inflict on a large and respe*table private 
circle. Compared with such a pest the 
worst book is a irifle, since it can be laid on 
the shelf; but he—how can he be ejected ? 
You cannotylike Sir Philip Francis, take him 
by the throat; you can only have recourse 
to the mingled resignation and pleasantry 
which Horace exhibited in a similarly terri- 
ble positionin the Sacred Way ; for the bore 
was ‘ known to the ancients’—as when was 
he not known? -~and in all ages has hon- 
estly believed himself a very entertaining 
fellow.” —Life Illustrated.

Weare glad to see that Southern politi- 
eans are beginning to besensible of the fol- 
ly of abusing the Kansas Emigration Socie- 


ties which have been formed in several of the 
Northern States, and are takiug the much 
more rational course of imitating their ex- 
ample. ‘he Montgomery Ala, Journal, in 
noticing the departure of 300 from that city, 
for Kansas takes occasion to state from per- 
sonal knowledge, vathered on a recent trtp 
to the sea-board that measures are already 
effected to place in Kansas before the Oc- 
tober election. atdeast. 6.000. Southern yo- 
ters,—and that Kentucky, Louisana, Ark- 
ansas, and other States “backed by Mis- 
souri,” stand ready at any moment to supply 
any balance of voters which may be neces- 
sary. ‘This is a practical mode of endeavor- 
ing tomeet the emergency. It shows that 
the South is thourghly ashamed of its denun- 
ciations of the societies formed in Massachu- 
setts for the purpose of scttliny Kansas, and 
that instead of opposing them longer, itis 
prepared to enter into rivalry with them. 
This strugele for Iansas is an unavoidable 
result of the squatter-sovereignty doctrine. 
The Kansas bill left the inhabitants of Kan- 
sasto decide whether Slavery should or should 
not exist with ifs borders. It followed ne- 
cessarily that the friends and the enimies of 
Slavery would have a sharp contest for the 
Territory:—and that emmigrants would pour 
into it by thousands from all sections sf the 
Union. The Northern States were the first 
to enter the field: but the South is resoly- 
ed to make up for loss tine by an excess of 
zeal. 

The South however must. know that'the 
contest is unequal. Where there is one 
man in the Southern States prepared to emi- 
grate to Kansas there are tea in the North. 
It will not do for the South to send whites 
who are not slave holders:—for they would 
become Anti-Slavery men the moment they 
reached Kansas. And of the slave-bolders 
themselves there are very few who can afford 
such a transplantation of their interest as 
emivration to Kansas would involve. But 
every Northern and Western State, is full 
of active hardy men whose circumstances 
and disposition alike settlement in a new 
country. Tens of thousands of such men 
will become inhabitants of JXansas long be- 
fore the October election arrives—JV. Y. 
Times.

Soon shall the vallies, 
hills and wide spreadiny fields re-écho the 
joyous sound of a free and cheerful yeoman- 
ry, industrious, thriving and intellivent. 

Onward goes the cheerful news, wafted 
by a free and independent sheet to the ears 
of our fellow laborers, who toil produce, and 
yet know not why they are poor.

‘T‘hese, at home, would 
average in value $1,000, or at least $80u, 
summing up $24,000,000—the absolute loss 
to the capital of four States. But added to 
this, there are still remaining in the North-. 
ern States, as servants, &c., about six thou- 
sand negroes, who, pot fearing pursuit, have 
not crossed into Canada, These, at $1,000 
each—a low fivure for first class slaves, as 
the runaways almost uniformly are—would 
add $6,000,000 more—making the agere- 
gate ut this time at the lowest calculation 
$30,000,000 which the slave owners have 
to lose, and from which they have no resort. 
Now, the rate of escape to Canada averages 
twenty persons per day, taking the figures 
of 1855 as a basis. This would give to 
1856, 7,3000 persons—which at $800 
each, would add $5,840,000 per year which 
four States are to suffer in ‘direct loss. 


- How the Treaty was Signed. 


The following are some particulars re- 
lative to.the important act of signing the 
treaty of peace: : 

The draft of the general treaty of peace 
drawn up by the Commitee de Redaction 
having in the sitting of Saturday obtained 
the sanction of the congress the plenipoten- 
tiaries of the contracting powers met the 

{next day as already stated to proceed to the 
formal act of affixing their signatures ot the 
document. M. Fenillet de Conches cheif 
of the protocol department in the ministry of 
foreign affairs bad caused seven eopies of the 
treaty written on parchment to be prepared 
and placed on the table ofthe conference in 
such a manner that each copy was put before

the plenipotentiaries of the governitient by 
which it is to be ratiff d, After the text of 
the seven copies had been carefully prepared 
the plenipotentiaries proceeded to afhx their 
signatures to the end of the treaty. Cuvunt 
Walewski a» president of the congress signed 
first and the other plenipoientiaries in the 
alphabetical order of their respective coun- 
tries It was at this moment that the em- 
peror was informed by electric telegraph that 
the treary of peace was signed, and his Maj- 
esty sent back word to congress that he would 
be ready to receive them after they liad «on- 
cluded their trak, Bnt although the mere 
act of affixing their signatures occupied the 
plenipotentiaries such a very brief portion of 
time yet the whole of the formality of sign- 
ing lasted nearly two hours as the plenipo- 
tentiaricsin adition to their.signature at the 
bottom of each protocol had to affix their in- 
itials to the different paragraphs the whole 
number of such minor signatures being it is 
said thirty eight. The plenipotentiaries of 


each contracting power signed first the copy 


reserved for their government and then the 
other plenipotentiaries stoned in alphabetical 
order. In this manner each contracting 
power figuring at the head of the signatures 
of the copy which is to ratity all difficulties 
as to etiquette or preceedncy were set aside. 
To each signature was immediately attached 
the private seal of each plenipotentiary. Im- 
mediately after the. close of the sitting all the 
plenipotentiaries went together to the Tul- 
leries where they had the honor of being re- 
ceived by the emperor. Cabinet couriers 
were sent offin the evening to London, Vien- 
na, Burlin St. Petersburgh, Turin and Con- 
stantinople in order to submit the treaty to 
the ratification of their respective courts. 

The plenipotentiaries at the congress of 
Paris in signing the treaty otf peace made 
use of a silver gilt inkstand specially order- 
ed for the occasion. The inkstand is deco- 
rated in the style of the first empire and cost 
not less than 11,000f. ;

ta NSOOsy 


To Maxr Corn Breav.—T wo quarts of 
corn meal, one quart of rye, one quart of 
sweet milk, one quart of buttermilk one tea- 
cup of molasses, one spoonful of salt and one 
teaspoonful of soda. Beat with a spoon 
until well mixed. The crust, if not burned, 
will make excellent coffee. 

To Preserve Appie Trazs.—Apple 
trees are often covered with lice and moss, 
Will anything destroy both without hurting 
the bark? Yes;'a wash of ley made from 
potash or from wood ashes, will soon clear 
any tree of both these evils. Ley, made no 
stronger than we use it to make soap, that 
is, strong enough to bear up an egy, will kill 
all the lice, and clear off all the moss that 
may have gathered on a young tree. One 
pound of potash will make half a pailful of 
liquor strong enough for yonng trees. 

Such a wash will turn the leaves yellow 
in case it touches them;:nd this has often 
alarmed young people to such a degree that 
they feared to apply it to the bark. Soap 
suds are used by some farmers, but suds 
are not halfso powerful as ley. We would, 
therefore, recomamend to timid people to use 
ley only half as strong, as we have long 
used it in preference to using suds for apple 
trees. 


To Darken Manocany.—Dropa nodule 
of lime in a basin of water, and wash the 
mahogany. with it. 

To Mage Harp Waren Sorr.— Water 
is frequently hard from holding in’ solution 
a quantity of corbonate of lime. Tt may be 
rendered soft by the addition of a little quick 
lime. 

Psa Soup Wirnour Mrat or Bonzs.— 

Put two pounds or pints of peas in five 
quarts of water.’ Boil for four hours; then 
add three or four large onions, two heads of 
celery, a carrot and:a turnip, all cut up; and 
season with salt to taste. Boil for two hours 
longer; if the soup become too thick, add a 
little water. The peas may be boiled the 
evening before being used, and the longer 
they boil, the s:novther and more mellow 
the soup will be; but do not put in the veg-

Porato Soup.—Almost every farmer's - 
hovse-hold is fond of soup for supper. I 
will now write afew “home-spun” limes on 
makeing a chexp and palatabie senp from 
the pctato. I take good sound potatoes, . 
peel and cut them in pieces small enough to 
be eaten with a spoon. After having them 
well rinsed I boil them with enough water to 
leave them in a state of soup adding salt to 
my taste. When they are cooked I take 
about two table-spoonfuls of floor with half 
as much lard and fry it in a pan, stirring it 
with a spoon until chamged to a brown [not 
black] color. I then stir it in with the po- 
tatoes after which it is ready for thetable—- ©

CEMENT FoR Cast Iron Joints.—Take © 


‘two ounces of salammonia, one of sulphur, 


sixteen of cast iron borings or filling sand 
bray them well in a mortar and keep dry. — 
When required for use take one part of this 
powder and mix it with twenty parts of clean. 
iron filings er borings and mix them in 2 
mortar into a stiff paste, with a little water, 
and it is then ready for use. A little ofthe 
fine sand obtained in. the box of a grind-stone 
linproves this cement. {his cement is pres- 
sed into the joint cold, witha chisel, like 
putty, and allowed to stand three days at 
least before the vessel or article is used. 


Tracinc Paper —In order to prepare a 
beautiful transparent, colorless tracing paper, 
it is best to employ the varmsh formed with 
Demarara resin in the following way: The — 
sheets intended for this purpose are laid flat. 
on each other and the varnish spread over 
the uppermost sheet by means of a brush, 
uutil the paper appears perfectly colorless, 
without however the liquid therein being 
visible. The first sheet is then removed, 
hung up for drying and the second treated 
inthe same manner. After being dried this 
paper is capable of being written on, eith- 
er with chalk or pencil, or steel pens. It

There is considerable activity in English 
politics just at present; Lord Palmersten 
has called a meeting of his supporters, and 
the Iarl of Derby, as the leader of the Con- 
servatives, had in like manner summoned a 
meeting of the heads of that.party to delib- 
erate on their respective tactics.

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Whe Penitentiary Report. - 

We acknowledge the receipt of the Annual 
Report of the Inspectors of the Provincial Pen- 
itentidty for 1855, There are at present in 
the Institution 577 prisoners. Of these 190 
are-the natives of Ireland ; 182 of Canada ; 80 
of the United States: 63 of England; 23 of 
Scotland, and the remainder of various coun- 
tfies. The religious persuasions of the con- 
viets are thus given:—Roman Catholic, 230; 
Church of England, 189: Methodist, 59; Pres- 
byterian, 41; Baptists, 10; and the remainder 


devided among the Congregationalists, Luth- | 


erans, Quaker, Dutch Reform, and of no reli- 
gion... Fifty-six of the prisoners are incarce- 
rated for life. The races of the convicts are 
thus given: Whites 496; negroes, 20; mulat- 
toes, 14: native Indians, 8. The statistics 
relating to the habits of the Prisoners are 
very important, showing as they do, in the 
language of the Report, that “ Intemperance 
is the road to ruin,” and that “Intemperance 
from spirituous liquors, viciousness of mind 
and idleness, are the main sources from which 
this institntion is furnished with so many sub- 
jects.” ‘Of the 577 convicts 497 drank spirt- 
uotis liquors, 307 of whom to excess, 82 were 
habitual drnnkards, and 108 were moderate 
drinkers. Of these there had been drinking 
at the time of committing the offence for which 
they are nowin prison 141. There statistics 
ad do all the statistics of Institution of a sim - 
ilar kind, clearly establish the fact that intem- 
perance is the source of nearly all the crimes 
committed, and the liqnor traffic is the great 
promoter and fruitful source of vice and crime. 
As such is it not clearly within the province 
ofthe government of the country, whose duty 
it isto protect the lives of its subjects, to re- 
move an evil of such vast magnitude, to pro- 
fect its subjects from the ravages of this fear- 
fd] monster, by banishing it at once and for- 
ever from the land? Until this is done our jails 
and penitentiaries, .our poor houses and-luna- 
tic asylums, will swarm with wretched vic- 
tims of the accursed liquor traffic, and the 
stream of death will continue to flow on more 
impetuously, bearing on its rapid current our 
Suffering fellow creatures to (he dreadful vor- 
tex of utter and eternal ruin. —Canada Chris- 
tain Advocate.

EXEMPTIONS. 

Arms, Clothing, Cattle, Provisions and stores 
of every description, which any Commissary or 
Commissaries, Contractor or Contractors shall 
impart or bring, or which may be imported or 
brought by the principal or other Officer or Offi- 
cers of Her Majesty’s Ordnance into the Province 
for the use of her Majesty’s Army or Navy, or 
for the use of the Indian Nations in this Province; 
provided the duty otherwise payable thereon 
would be defrayed or borne by the Treasurer of 
the United Kingdom of this Pfcvince. 

Horses and carriages of travellers, and horses 
cattle and carriages and other vehicles when em- 
ployed in carrying merchandise, together with 
the necessary harness and tackle, so long as the 
same shall be dona fide in use for that purpose, 
except the horses, cattle, carriages, vehicles and 
harness, of persons hawking gudds, wares and 
merchandise through the Provirrce, fer the pur- 
pose of retailing the same, and the horses, cattle, 
carriages, and harness of any circus or equestrian 
troops for exhibition ; the horses, cattle, carriages 
and harness of any Menagerie to be free. 

Donations of clothing especially imported for 
the use of or to be distributed gratuitously by any 
charitable society in this Province. 

Seeds of all kinds, farming utensils and imple- 
ments of husbandry, when specially imported in 
good faith by any society incorporated or estab- 
lished for the encouragement of agriculture. 

Salt for the use of the fisheries, military cloth- 
ing and wine for the use of regimental messes. 

The following Articles in the occupation or 
employment of persons coming into the Province 
for the purpose of actual settling therein, viz:— 


Wearing Apparel in actual-use, and other per™ 
sonal! effects not merchandise; horses and cattle 
implements and tools of trade of handy-crafismen 

The personal household effects, not merchan 
dize, of inhabitants of this province, being sub- 
jects of Her Majesty and dying abroad. 

And the following articles, when imported di- 
réctly from the United Kingdom, the British 
North American Provinces, the Island of Prince 
Edward and Newfoundland, and being the growth 
produce, or manufacture of the said United King- 
dom, or of such Province respectively, viz:— 

Animals, beef, pork, biscuit, bread, butter 
cocoa paste, corn or grain of all kinds, flour, fish 
fresh or salted, dried or pickled, fish oil, furs or 
skins, the produce of fish or creatures living in 
the sea, gypsuin, horns, mess poultry, plants, 
shrubs and trees, potatoes and. vegetables of all 
kinds. Seeds of all kinds, pelts, skins, furs or 
tails undressed. Wood, viz: boards, planks, 
staves, timber and firewood. 

And the following articles when imported di- 
rect from the Provinces of Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick and Prince Edward’s Island, and 
being the growth, produce, or manufacture of 
said Provinces respectively, viz: 

Grain and Breadstuffs of all kinds, vegetables, 
fruits, seeds, hay and straw, hops, animals, salted 
and fresh meats, buiter, cheese, chocolate, and 
other preparations of cocoa, lard, talluw, hides, 
horns, wool, undressed skins, and furs of all 
kinds, ores of all kinds, iron in pigs and blooms, 
copper, lead in pigs, g:indstones and stones of 41] 
kinds, earth, coals, lime, ochres, gypsum ground 
or unground, rock-salt, wood, bark, timber and 
lumber of all kinds, firewood, ashes, fish, fish 
vil, viz: train oil, spermaceti oil, head matter and 
blubber, fins and skins, the produce of fish or 
creatures living in the sea.
